‘Axour four o'clock yesterday afternoon the 
Pung. Li, a trading junk, in balinat, while 
on its woy from San Mee, in Chineso ter: 
ritory, to Hongkong, was capsized during a 
heavy squall, just at the entrance to Ly-ce- 
Mun Pass, and eight of its occupants werd 
drowned. The junk was under all sail and 
within a-fuw yards of tho Hongkong shore, 
whon tho squall struck it and the Captain 
was unable to bring her np to the wind, or 
lower tha asils in time to avert the acci- 
dent. Tho crow of the boat, consisting of 
tho Captain, his two sons, and six scamen, 
all succeeded in getting on to tho bot- 
tom of their junk, aid wero soon res 
cued by-a passing fishing junk, but all 
the women and children, five of whom at- 
least were in tho hold of tho junk, lost 
their lives, Ropes having been attached to 
the upturned junk, it was towed ashore and 
beached in Saiewan Bay, when a hole was 
cut in tho stern part af tho bottom of 
tho boat, and thé dead bodies of four 
children ond a woman wero removed 
from the hold, which was full of wator.

character, Having obtained Panjdeh, 
Russia now requires that Herat stall be leit 
unfortificd ; ond with Annain evacuated by 
the French, China calmly intends to insist 
that France must pay an indemnity of two 
milliong. Fortunately for the pence of the 
world these last demands rest as yet only 
upon unconfirmed telegrams ; for in neither 
_ is, we should think, acceptance pos- 
sible.

TERRIBLE OCCURRENCE ON BOARD 
. THE ‘VALEITA.’ 


Itiformation was received int 'the Colony 
ameil or two ago of a sad tragedy which 
occurred on board the P, & O. steamer 
Valetta while on her way homo, affecting 
the family of a gentloman well known in 
Hongkong and the Coast Ports. Several 
versions of the afluir were given. . Details. 
of the lamentable occurrence are now given 
in the Cey'ox Observer, received by yestor- 
day's mail. ‘he gontleman referred to is 
MrR. J. Abbott, Assistant Commissioner 
in the Chinese Imperial Oustoms, and 
recently stationed nt Amoy, who left here,

‘It will easily be admitted that. tho men 
who write thus cun seo as far through tho 
great wall of China os any professional di- 
plomatist. One of them can see much 
further and has revealed to tho world a 
fresh act of porfidy against Franco by 
treacherous Albion, This odious intrigne 
against Franch prestige and inflreuce has 
been unmasked in a rather roundabout 
way. Last September a‘ certain Baronno 
Pritcha created » great sensation at Biar- 
ritz by her lavish style of living. That 
fady wos simply,.one of Lord Granvillo’s 
political agents,~-what a sly rogue it is! 
Tho Baronne is a very beautiful woman, 
the offspring of an English father and o 
Siamese mother, who intrigued a great deal 
for us English in Siam beforo sho came to 
France, Her visit to France was brought 
about in this wise: the. King’ of Siam, 
wearied by the fair spy’s dark doings, ex- 

alled her frown his States, but the British 

ovornment compelled him to pay her an in- 
domnity of 100,000 dollars. It was that large 
sum that the rusée Baronne came to spond 
in France.

Ponh without. stiver in her pocket, sold

The following are a few reliable partieu- 
lars concerning tho Iamentablo occurrence

It was abont 8 p.m. of the 10th May 
when all scemed bright and cheerful on 
board, the passengers moatly on dock chatt- 
ing in groups, two distinct splashes wera 
heard bythe quarter-master and two pas- 
sengers. One of the latter remarking, 
‘That sounds like awan overboard,’ all three 
ran and looked over the sides of the stea- 
mer, but tho night was dark, no ary was 
heard,-no alarm given, ao they concluded 
it was only something thrown overboard by 
the stewards, and thought no more of the 
occurrence until ‘five minutes: afterwards, 
when: the most fearful and _ agonizing 
screams of alidy wore heard below in the 
cabin, and it soon transpired that Mr. 
Abboti’s Chinese nurse had thrown the 
‘eldest little girl overboard through - the 
cabin port and herself alterwards, |The 
ship was immediately put about, a boat 
lowered and a search made, but neither of 
tha bodics: was scen, and after an hour's 
delay the steamer was ‘again put on her 
course, 


The Chinese nurse had shown symptoma 
of insanity, nud was very discontented aud 
disobedient while on board the Peron from 
China to Colombo, so much so that Mr und 
Mrs. Abbott wera greatly alarmed and 
were constantly watching their children, 
Mr Abbott had only. loft the cabin a few 
minutes before the sad event, leaving. the 
uurse with the two little girls who were 
sound asleep, ~ On his return a few minutes 
afterwards, tho eldest childand nurse wore 
missing, and the youngest one was nearly 
smothered hy pillows. which tho nurse had 
placed upon the child’s head. It was a 
great. mercy both the children were. “not 
thrown overboard. The grief and distress 
of the parents can be better. imagined than 
described, and the event cast a great gloom 
over what. otherwise. would have been a 
very enjoyable voyage. : 

Another passenger from Ceylon on. the 
Verona writes a3 follows :— pos ptt, 

The evening of the -day we- sailed from 
Colombo, Sunday, the Ton instant,” will 
long be remembered by all.on byard: be- 
cause of ‘a terrible tragedy then enacted, 
A Chinese-syah whose. behaviour ‘during 
the day led us to think hor. cithpr insano 
or under -the influence of drink or bhang,

She even sacrificed her hair, - suppos- 
ing her chignon wos hor own natural 
growth, I have not heard what fabulous 
sum she receives from the: British Foreign 
Office, but sho deserves all she gets. Her 
renson for so thoroughly acting her part 
was to fomont dissensions at the Court of 
Norodom; ‘and,’ says the Voltaire; ‘she 
had for her mission to get possession of the 
King’s mind and to serve the English 
at the exponge of the French,’ When the 
Haronno eold. herself to his Cambodian 
Majesty, she reserved the right of. going 
out of the Palace alone and walking the 
streets of Pnom-Penh- unaccompanied, 
Suspicion gradually became s0 strong 
against her, that Norodom: has sent his 
favourite to Saigon, where she will have 
time to let her hair grow again.
